STORIES  OF  THE  OPERAS 

L'ORACOLO 

It  is  the  Chinese  New  Year.  The  devout  are  going  to  the  House  of 
Prayer  and  the  revellers  are  returning  from  opium  dens.  Chim-Fen,  the 
proprietor  of  one  of  these,  pretends  to  love  the  nurse,  Hooa-Quee,  in 
order  to  gain  access  to  the  house  of  Hoot-Sin,  a  rich  merchant,  whose 
niece,  Ah-Yoa,  is  the  real  object  of  his  ambitions.  Ah-Yoa  loves  Win- 
San-Looee,  however.  Chim-Fen  overhears  Hoot-Sin  consulting  Win-Shee, 
a  learned  astrologer,  as  to  the  future  of  his  beloved  little  son,  and  deter- 
mines to  use  the  predictions  of  evil  fortune  that  are  to  befall  the  child 
for  purposes  of  his  own.  He  kidnaps  the  child.  The  frantic  Hoot-Sin  offers 
the  hand  of  Ah-Yoa  to  whoever  can  find  his  son.  Win-San-Looee  suspects 
Chim-Fen,  forces  his  way  into  the  opium  den,  and  rescues  the  little  boy. 
Chim-Fen  pursues  him,  kills  him,  and  pushes  the  child  down  a  trap-door. 
Ah-Yoa  goes  mad  when  she  sees  the  dead  Win-San-Looee,  and  Win-Shee 
determines  to  discover  the  murderer.  Passing  the  child's  hiding  place,  he 
hears  him  crying  and  rescues  him.  He  then  lies  in  wait  for  Chim-Fen  and 
strangles  him  with  his  own  queue  so  cleverly  that  a  passing  policeman 
sees  only  two  Chinamen  quietly  talking.

The  Letter  Scene  from 
EUGEN  ONEGIN 

Tatjana  is  in  love  with  Onegin.  One  night,  excited  and  restless  and 
unable  to  sleep,  she  begs  her  old  nurse  to  tell  her  stories.  While  listening, 
she  tries  to  conceal  her  emotion,  then  begs  the  nurse  to  bring  her  writing 
materials  and  to  leave  her.  Tatjana  begins  a  long  letter  to  Onegin,  but 
finds  it  difficult  to  put  her  overwhelming  thoughts  on  paper  and  makes 
many  fresh  attempts.  The  night  wears  on,  but  she  is  heedless  of  the 
time.  At  dawn  she  has  finished  her  letter,  and  when  the  nurse  comes  to 
her  room,  gives  it  to  her  to  be  sent  to  Onegin. 


AMELIA   GOES   TO  THE   BALL 

The  curtain  rises  with  Amelia's  frenzied  preparations  for  the  first  ball 
of  the  season.  Her  husband  enters  and  reveals  that  he  has  intercepted  a 
letter  sent  by  Amelia's  lover.  He  upbraids  her,  and  declares  he  will  shoot 
the  lover.  Amelia  is  upset  by  these  threats,  not  because  she  fears  for  her 
lover,  but  because  she  is  afraid  she  will  be  prevented  from  going  to  the  ball. 

Her  husband  demands  the  lover's  name;  Amelia  agrees  to  tell  him  if 
he  will  promise  to  take  her  to  the  ball.  She  reveals  that  her  lover  lives  on 
the  floor  above.  The  husband  rushes  out,  threatening  to  shoot  him  at  sight. 

Left  alone,  Amelia  fears  that  a  serious  quarrel  between  the  men  will 
endanger  her  chances  of  attending  the  ball,  and  going  out  on  the  balcony, 
calls  to  her  lover.  She  warns  him  to  escape.  The  lover  immediately  slides 
down  a  rope  ladder  to  Amelia's  balcony.  He  proposes  that  they  elope. 
Amelia  refuses,  having  her  heart  set  on  the  ball,  and  asks  him  to  return 
later  with  his  proposal.  Before  she  can  convince  the  amazed  and  unfor- 
tunate lover,  her  husband  is  heard  returning.  Amelia  conceals  her  lover. 
The  husband,  unsuccessful  in  his  search,  agrees  that  he  will  take  her  to 
the  ball,  but  tells  her  if  he  had  caught  the  lover  he  would  have  had 
his  revenge. 

Suddenly  he  espies  the  lover,  who  comes  out  of  hiding  to  demand 
satisfaction  for  the  husband's  bitter  words.  The  husband,  confronted  by 
a  young,  vigorous  man,  many  years  his  junior,  abandons  the  idea  of 
killing  him.  He  urges  reason  instead,  and  tries  to  mend  matters  by  dis- 
cussing love  and  the  rights  of  marriage.  Amelia,  bored  and  impatient, 
reminds  her  husband  he  is  to  take  her  to  the  ball. 

Interested  in  their  discussion,  both  husband  and  lover  remain  indifferent 
to  Amelia's  pleadings.  When  her  husband  rudely  tells  her  to  be  quiet,  she 
becomes  desperate  and  breaks  a  vase  over  his  head,  knocking  him  uncon- 
scious. For  a  moment  Amelia  is  at  a  loss.  Then  she  calls  loudly  for  help  as 
the  lover  seeks  to  revive  the  husband. 

The  police  and  neighbors  rush  into  the  room.  Amelia  accuses  her  lover 
of  being  a  burglar,  declaring  that  he  entered  the  apartment  and  attacked 
her  husband.  Amazed  by  this  deceit,  the  lover  appeals  to  her,  but  Amelia 
says  she  has  never  seen  the  man  before.  The  police  hustle  the  lover  out, 
and  take  the  unconscious  husband  to  an  ambulance. 

At  this  Amelia  burst  into  tears.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  touched,  and 
remains  to  console  her,  saying  that  she  still  has  her  pearls  and  her  money, 
and  that  her  husband's  condition  is  not  serious. 

But  Amelia  tells  him  the  reason  she  is  crying  is  that  her  heart  is  set  on 
going  to  the  ball.  Now  what  can  she  do?  She  cannot  go  alone.  The  gallant 
Chief  of  Police  proposes  that  if  she  will  not  think  him  presumptuous,  he 
will  be  charmed  to  escort  her.  This  is  all  Amelia  could  wish  for.  Joyfully 
she  accepts,  and  they  hasten  out,  arm  in  arm. 

The  moral  of  the  story  with  which  the  Chorus  cynically  concludes  the 
opera  is,  '  'If  Woman  sets  her  heart  upon  a  ball,  the  ball  is  where  she'll  go. "

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JOHANN  WOLFGANG  VON   GOETHE 

1749—  1832 

OHANN  WOLFGANG  VON  GOETHE  was  born  at 
Frankfurt  on  the  Main  August  28,  1749,  the  son 
of  cultured  and  affluent  parents.  He  attended  the 
Universities  of  Leipzig  and  Strassburg,  and  in 
1771  took  up  the  practice  of  law  in  his  native  city. 
But  he  subordinated  his  profession  to  his  real  interests,  and  soon 
became  the  leader  of  the  short-lived  revolutionary  movement  in 
German  literature  known  as  Storm  and  Stress.  In  1775  he  accepted 
an  invitation  to  Weimar,  the  capital  of  Saxe- Weimar,  from  the 
eighteen-year-old  Duke  Karl  August.  Here  he  spent  the  remaining 
fifty-seven  years  of  his  life,  with  only  one  protracted  absence,  a 
period  of  two  years  (1786-1788)  devoted  to  his  quest  of  the  Classic 
ideal  in  Italy. 

In  1773  Goethe  published  his  first  important  work,  Gotz  von 
Berlkhingen.  a  historical  play  inspired  by  Shakespeare,  and  in  1774 
his  first  novel,  the  Rousseauistic  Werther.  which  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  all  Europe.  At  this  time  he  began  the  six  decades  of  inter- 
mittent work  on  his  masterpiece,  Faust.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in 
Weimar,  Goethe  was  entrusted  with  important  and  varied  state 
duties.  He  interested  himself  especially  in  agriculture  and  mining, 
and  these  interests  led  to  his  productive  studies  in  the  natural 
sciences. 

Poet,  novelist,  dramatist,  critic,  statesman,  scientist  and  philoso- 
pher, Goethe  is  pre-eminent  as  an  interpreter  of  life.  The  greatest 
of  modern  humanists,  he  ever  sought  to  see  life  steadily  and  see  it 
wdiole.  He  cultivated  self-knowledge,  self-development  and  self- 
mastery.  He  looked  upon  literature — and  upon  the  arts,  on  most 
of  which  he  has  left  his  imprint — not  as  an  escape  from  reality,  but 
as  an  enhancement  of  life.  All  his  works,  notably  Iphi genie.  Tasso. 
Her))hvi)i  uud  Dorothea.  Wilhelui  Aleister.  Faust,  are  imbued  with 
the  reverence  for  life  that  characterizes  his  great  disciple,  Albert 
Schweitzer.  Another  eminent  admirer,  Benedetto  Croce,  has  said  of 
Goethe:  "His  own  life  together  with  his  works  offers  us  a  complete 
and  classic  course  in  noble  humanity."
